Emerson’s Letters from the Aigean. 


The first_extraét” which we make isa stery 
which will deeply engage the reader’s attention, 
kt is of a young Englishman whom our author 
found, together with a companion of the same 
country, on returning to his hotel, after having 
been rambling about on his first arriving at Smyr- 
na. The young stranger seemed aboyt four or 
five and twenty years of age; and had been re- 
duced by sickness to the last stage of emacia- 
tion. On reaching his lodgings, Mr. Emerson 
found the landlord in a warm dispute with the 
companion of the invalid, refusing to let him.re- 
main in the locanda, as he was evidently but a 
few hours removed from death—the sellish Ita- 
lian urging the trouble that would attend the in- 
terment as a sufficient reason for his inhutnanity. 
He was removed to more hospitable quarters, and 
expired on the following day. The following is 
his melancholy story: 

“ His name was W , and his father, a gen- 
tleman in opulent circumstances, 1s still resident 
in Dublin, where he was originally destined for 
the profession of medicine, in the preparator 
studies for which he had made considerable ad- 
vancement. It happened that the hospital in 
which he wae in the habit of attending clinical 
lectures, and where a considerable portion of his 
Lime was spent, adjoined a private @stablishmeat 
for the cure of insane patients, and the garden 
of the one was separated from the grounds of 
the other by a wall of inconsiderable height.— 
One day, whilst lingering in the walks in the 
rear of the hospital, his ear was struck with the 
plaintive notes of a voice in the adjacent garden, 
which sang, with peculiar sweetness, a melan- 
choly Lrish air; curiosity prompted bim to see 
who the minstrel was, and clambernmg-to an aper- 
ture in the dividing wall, he saw. unmediately 
below him a beautiful girl, who sat in mournful 
abstraction beneath a tree, plucking the leaves 
from a rose bud, as she sang her plaintive ditty. 
As shé@ raised her head and observed the stran- 
ger before her, she smiled and beckoned him to 
come to her; after a moment’s hesitation, and 
reflection on the consequence, he threw himself 
over the wall and seated bimself beside her. Her 
mind seemed in a state of perfect simplicity ; her 
disorder seemed to have given her all the play- 
ful gentleness of childhood, and as she fixed her 
dark expressive eyes on his, she would smile and 
caress him, and sing over and over the song she 
was trilling when he had first beard her. Struck 
with the novelty of such a situation, and the 
beauty of the innocent and belpless being before 
him, W stayed long enough to avoid detec- 
tion, and then returned by the same means he 
had entered the garden, but not till she had in- 
duced him to promise te come again and see 
her. 

‘* The following day he returned and found 
her at the same spot, where she said she had 
been singing for a long time before, in hopes to 
attract his attention again. He now endeavour- 
ed to find out her story, or the cause of her de- 
ran , but his efforts were unavailing, or 
her words so incoherent as to conrey no con- 
nected meaning. She was, however, more staid 
and melancholy while he remained with her, and 
smiled and sighed, and wept and sang, by turns, 
till it was time for him again to bid her adieu.— 
With the exception of those childish wanderings, 
she betrayed no other marks of msanity; her 
aberrations were merely playful and innocent: 
she was often sad and melancholy, but. oftener 
lively and light-spirited. 

“W felt an excitement in her presence 
which he had never known before; she ap- 
peared to him a pure child of nature, in the 
‘extreme of natare’s loveliness. She seemed not 
as one whoin reason had deserted, but as a being 
who bad never mingled with the world, and 
dwelt in the midst of it» vice and deformity in 
primeval beauty, and uncontaminated innocence 
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“ His visits were now anxiously repeated, and

luatarily, deeply attached, the more so, perhaps, 
from (be romantic circumstances of the case, and 
the which it was absolutely necessary to 
maintain of the whole affair, so that no ear wes 
privy to his visits, and no eye had marked their 
meetings. At length, however, the matter be- 
gen to effect a singular change in the mind of 
the young lady, which became every day more 
and more composed, though still eubject to wan- 
derings and abstraction; but the new passion— 
which was daily taking possession of her mind— 
seemed to be eradicating the cause, or, at least, 
counteracting the effect of her malady. 

** This alteration was soon visible to the in- 
mates of the house, and the progress of her re- 
covery was so rapid as to induce them to seek 
for some laient cause, and to watch her frequent 
and prolonged visits to the garden; the conse- 
quence was, that at their next meeting an eye 
wason them which reported the circumstance of 
w *s visits to the superior of the establish- 
ment; an immediate stop was then put to his re- 
turn, and the lady’s walks confined to another 
portion of the grounds. The consequences were 
soon obvious; her regret and anxiety served to 
recall her disorder with redoubled vigor, and in 
the paroxysms of her delirium she eagerly de- 
manded to be again permitted to see him. 

** A communication was now made to her pa- 
rents, containing a detail of all the circumstan- 
ces,—her quick recovery, her relapse, anc the 
apparent cause of both; and, after some confe- 
rences, it was resolved that W should be 
invited to renew his visits, and the affair be per- 
mitted to take its natural course. He accord- 
ingly repaired to the usual rendezvous, where 
she met him with the most impassioned eager- 
ness, affectionately reproached his absence, and 
welcomed him with innocent caresses. He now 
saw her as frequently as before, and a second 
time her recevery was rapidly progressing, till at 
length she was so far restored that her parents 
resolved on removing her to her own home, and 
she accordingly bade adieu to the asylum. 

** There were here some circumstances which 
WwW *s companion, Mr. R——, related indis- 
tinctly, or of which I retain but an imperfect re- 
collection; and he who could alone have inform- 
ed me of them was gone to his loag home before 
[ heard his singular story. It appeared, however, 
that after some further intercourse, he was oblig- 
ed to be absent from Ireland for some time, and 
during that interval, the progress of ber mind to 
perfect collectedaess continued unmterrupted; 
but her former memory seemed to decay with 
her disease, and she gradually forgot her lover. 
“Long protracted illness ensued, and her 
spirits and constitution seemed to droop with 
exhaustion after their former unhealthy excite- 
ment, till at length, after a tedious recovery 
from a series of relapses, her faculties were per- 
fectly restored: but every trace of her former 
situation, or the events which had occurred 
during her illness and residence in Dublin, had 
vanished: like a dream from her memory, nor 
did her family ever venture to touch her feel- 
ings by a recurrencs to them. 

‘‘In the meantime W—— returned, and eager- 
ly flew to embrace, after so long a separation, 
her who had never passed from his thoughts 
and his remembrance. Her family felt for 
him the warmest gratitude and affection, from 
the consciousness that he had been the main in- 
strument in the restoration of their daughter, 
but the issue of this interview they awaited 
with the most painful suspense. She had long 
ceased to mention his name, or betray any 
symptoms of recollecting him; he seemed to 
have passed from her remembrance with the 
other {ess important items of her situation, and 
this moment was now to prove to them whether 
any circumstance could make the stream of me- 
mory roll back to this detracted period of her 
intellect. 

**From the shock of that interview W 
never recovered. She received him as her fami- 
ly had anticipated; she saw him as a mere un- 
interesting stranger; she met him with a calm 
and cold politeness, and could ill conceal her 
astonishment at the agitation and despair of 
his manner, when he found too truly that he 
was no longer remembored with the fond af- 
fection he had anticipated. He could not re- 
press his anxiety to remind her of their late at- 
tachment, but she only heard his distant hints 
with astofiishment and haughty surprise. He 
now found that the only step which remained 
for him: was to endeavour to make a second 
impression on her renovated heart; but he fail- 
ed. There was still some mysterious influence 
which attached their minds, but the alliance 
on her part had totally changed its former tone, 
and when she did permit her thoughts to dwell 
upon him, it was rather with aversion than és- 
teem; and her family, after long encouraging 
his addresses, at length persuaded him to forego 
his suit, which, with a heavy and a hopeless 
heart, he assented to, and bade her adieu for- 
ever. 

“But the die of his fortune was cast; he could 
no longer walk heedlessly by those scenes where 
he had once spent hours of Eappisess> and he 
felt that, wander where Hié' might, happiness 
could never return. At length, to crown his 
misery, the last ray of hope was shortly after 
shaded by the marriage of his mistress, 
now abandoned every prospect at home, and, in 
order to shake off that melancholy which was 
gathering like rust around his heart, went to the 
continent; but a change of scene is but a change 
of ill to those who must bear with them the 
cause of their sorrow, and find within ‘that 
aching void the world can never fill,” He bur- 
ried in vain from one scene of excitement to an- 
other; society had no spell to soothe his memory 
and change no charm to lull it. *

‘* At length he joined the cause of the strug- 
gling Greeks, and his name had been often and 
honorably mentioned amongst the companions 
of Lord Byron at Missolongbi. After his Lord- 
ship’s death he still remained in Greece, but his 
constitution was too weak to permit him to be 
of active service at Palikari. had therefore, 
taken a post in the garrison, which held posses- 
sion of-the castle and town. of Nayarino, in 
the Morea, and was wounded in the action at 
Sphacteria, in the summer of 1825,” 

It is to the unskilfulness with which this wound 
was treated, co-operating with the depression of 
spirits produced by his tiapless*tove, that our 
traveller attributes the consumption which ter- 
minated his life. A very interestiog account.of 
his death and funeral follow; bat “a pasa these 
to make room for the annexéd highly drantatic 
story.

Nearly five years had now elapsed since his

“‘Alinost from birth, and frequently previous 
to it, the children of the Greeks are contracted 
in marriage by their parents; nay sach betroth- 
ings have been known to exist even before 
the parents themselves have been introduced 
into the world. From fancy, those destined 
for each other are brought up and educated 
in the anticipation of their future union, till 
custom and duty have strengthened mutual af- 
fection -by long habit and association. instan- 
ces of such contracts being dissolved by com- 
mon consent of the parties are seldom heard; 
but were one individual, even under the most 
un itious circumstances, to break the long 
cher@hed affiance, the act would stamp him 
with'curelese infamy. 

**A motive of this kind bad caused the return 
of the young patriot; he had long been be- 
trothed to the daughter of a merchant of Smyr- 
na, and a sentiment of fond affection hid sanc-—_ 
tioned the choice of his parents; his fight from 
his home had not been with so much precipi- 
tation as to prevent him taking adieu of his 
bride, and giving her assurances of his future 
retura to.clam her, and fly (o some more peace- 
ful-home, beyond the reach of their tyrants.

At a meeting of the Board of Inspectors of 
the Penitentiary for the Eastern District of 
Pennsylvania, on Monday afternoon last, the 
honorable Cxantes S. Coxe was elected Pre- 
sident of the Board, Jonn Swirt, Esq. Secre- 
tary, and Jostan Rawpaut, Esq. Treasurer.— 
Mr. Vaux and Mr. Swirr were appointed a com- 
mittee to draught by-laws and regulations for the 
government of the institution. — 


It is calculated in the MassacnusetTs 
newspapers, that the Lower House of the 
Legislature of that State, at the next session, 
will contain at least five hundred members; 
and little good seems to be expected, in any 
quarter, from their collected wisdom. Each 
town inthe State, we believe, may not only 
choose whether to be represented or not, 
but may also settle the number of its own 
delegates; not exceeding, however, a certain 
number fixed according to the population. 
The Worcester Spx denounces the system 
as the worst ever devised, and adds:—“ It 
being left optional with towns whether to be 
represented or not, continyal fluctuations in 
the character of the House are taking place. 
One portion of the population, and, perhaps 
one portion of interests, “© "epresented one 
year, and, probably, anotler may be the 
next, and yet neither arrive at such a deci- 
sion on any question which divides public 
sentiment, as wuuld have been made, had 
the people been fairly andequally represent- 
ed. From an examination of the list of re- 
presentatives elected, so far as they have 
been published, we should judge there would 
be a good portion of talent in the House the 
present year. But there are many members, 
who, we should suppose, when they find 
themselves in the hall of legislation, will 
wonder how it happened that they are there. 
If it should not be any matter of surprise to 
them, we are sure that it will be to others. 
Formerly some knowledge of public affairs, 
and an acquaintance with the rudiments, at 
least, of political economy, were deemed re- 
quisite qualifications for representatives; but 
now, many a man finds himself suddenly 
transformed into a legislator, who could not, 
for the soul of him, tell how many States 
‘there are in the Union, or how many Coun- 
ties in the State; who is ignorant of the 
plainest provisions of the Constitution under 
which he holds his official station; and who, 
if inquired of, would be as much puzzled to 
explain even the meaning of the term “poli- 
tical econoiny,” as he would be if he was 
required to translate a sentence in Hebrew 
or Arabic. We believe, most sincerely, 
that we do not exaggerate; and we appeal 
to the knowledge and observation of our 
readers, if it is not hterally so, And such, 
we believe, will continue to be the case, 
under the operation of our present system. 
When the people become satisfied that it 
can be improved, we hope they will do it, 
and they ought not to make the attempt be- 
fore.” 











The preface to an elaborate work on Geogra- 
phy, of which the first volume has lately been 
published at Glasgow, contains the following 
historical particulars:—** Anaximander, it is 
said, about 500 years before Christ, first invented 
geographical tables, or maps. The Peutingerian 
tables, published by Cornelius Peutinger of 
Ausburg, contain an itinerary of the whole Ro- 
man empire; all places, except seas, woods, and 
deserts being laid down according to their mea- 
sured distances, but without any mention of la- 
titude, longitude or bearing. The maps publish- 
ed by Ptolemy of Alexandria, A. D. 144, have 
meridians and parallels, the better to define and 
determine the situation of places, and are great 
improvements: in the construction of maps: 
though Ptolemy himself owns his maps were 
copied from some that were. made by Marinus, 
Titianus, &c., with the addition of improvements 
of his own. Agathodemon, in the 5th century 
after Christ, executed some maps for the geog- 
raphy of Ptolemy. In the 8th and following 
centuries, metal planiglobes and maps were 
found inthe libraries of the rich. Charlemagne 
possessed a silver planiglobe; and Roger J. of 
Sicily, a silver globe of great weight. There is 
a map existing, dated 1265, of the then known 
earth, drawn on twelve skins of parchment.— 
In 1518, the brothers Appian drew a map con- 
taining what was then known of the New 
World. In 1514, the mathematician Werner di- 
vided the earth into four parts: Mercator of 
Ruremonde, who died in 1594, was the first of 
note among the moderns, and next to him Orte- 
lius, who undertook to make a new set of maps, 
with the modern divisions of countries and 
names of places; for want of which, those of 
Ptolemy were become almost useless. After 
Mercator, many others published maps, but for 
the most part they were mere copies of his.— 
Gemma Frisivs, who invented the present man- 
ner of engraving maps in 1595, gave a map of 
the world, with the discoveries in the East and 
West Indies. Towards the middle of the 17th 
century, Bleau, in Holland, and Sanson in 
France, published new set of maps, with many 
improvements from the travellers of those times, 
which were afterwards copied, with little varia- 
tien, by the British, French and Dutch; the best 
being those of Wischer and De Witt. And later 
observations have fernished us with still more 
accurate and copious sets of maps, amounting 
perhaps to 6000 original works. ‘Lhe best among 
the English, are Arrowsmith, Bogue, and Ack- 
rell; ameng the French, De Lisle, D’Anville 
and Barbier; among the Ralians, Rizzi Zannoni;

that the benefits of the partial opening of 
the India trade in 1813, notwithstanding 
all the restrictions upon it, have far exceed- 
ed the most sanguine anticipations of its ad- 
vocates; they therefore looked forward to 
the extinction of the chartered monopoly 
of the East India Company, as opening a 
wide field to commercial, agricultural, and 
manufacturing enterprise, and as leading 
to a great augmentation of the national 
resources, and a great diminution of the 
national burdens. ‘They complain that Bri- 
tish merchants should be denied any share 
in the trade to China and other Eastern 
countries, which is not prohibited to foreign 
merchants, and a participation in which 
would not be injurious to the East India 
Company, as that body does not engage in 
that trade; that by the restrictions on Bri- 
tish capital, industry, and enterprise, the 
staple productions of India are left to lan- 
guish under native indolence and ignorance; 
and with respect to cotton, they allude to 
the fatal consequences which mst result 
from any differences with America, so long | 
as Great Britain shall remain dependent | 
upon that coantry for a supply of cotton; 
and as a further argument for encouraging | 
the improvement of India cotton, they allude 
to the restrictive laws recently passed by 
the Americans. They mention the improve- 
ment ofindigo under British superintendence 
as warranting the expectation of similar 
improvement, under similar circumstances, 
in other commodities, the productions of 
the country, and observe that this altered 
state of affairs cannot fail to be highly ad- 
vantageous to India as well as Great Britain. 
They have, therefore, agreed ta p«tition 
both houses of parliament, praying for a 
free trade at the approaching termination of 
the Company’s charter, and for such a 
participation, in the meanwhile, as may be 
consistent with the interestsofthe Company, 
during the remaining period of their char- 
ter. The petitions are to be submitted for 
the signatures of the merchants and other 
inhabitants of the town, in order that they 
may be presented previous to the discussion 
on the East India question, fixed for the 
30th instant. When we consider the mag- 
nitude and importance of this question, we 
cannot but think that all sects and parties 
will unite in rendering the petition-more re- 
spectable and weighty than any which has 
ever been transmitted fiom this town.” 





The article in the London Atlas, from which 
the annexed extract is taken, seems intended to 
show that if the travelling English take great 
liberties with those whom they visit, a writer 
who stays at home may be equally free with his 
own countrymen.

generation, box-lobby loungers, dandies, and 
’prentice-boys, an undistinguishable throng.— 
They tumble into their seats and over you. Is 
it their object to improve their taste, to practice 
good breeding, to see or hear the play? No; 
theif only object is to make a noise and hinder 
you from knowing any thing about it. Not to 
keep their hats on, not to stand up before you, 
not to clamber over the benches, not to slap too 
the doors, would be a spiritless surrender of the 
rights and franchises of Englishmen. To pay 
the least regard to others is low and vulgar—to 
swagger and bully, end be disagreeable, is the 
sign of a fine gentleman, and d—vilish good fe!- 
low. Oh for a little French gravity and decorum! 
After showing their contempt for the audience, 
and having jarred your nerves for the rest of the 
evening, out they go (tired of this scene of sti//- 
life, and not willing to divide attention with the 
players,) and you hear them in the lobbies, hec- 
toring over a luckless woman, or quarrelling 
with the constable. All eyes are turned to the 
little box-windows, the doors fly open in hopes 
of witnessing a Billingsgate scene or a Bear-Gar- 
den set-to, and SHAxsPEARE or WycHERLEY 
becomes an unregarded pageant. This desire 
for personal collision, for battery and assault, or 
fur giving ourselves a sensation by inflicting pain 
on others, is evident every where. If you are 
paying for a parcel on the counter of a coach- 
office, a porter comes in and contrives to fling his 
load down on your hand. People poke their um- 
brellas in your eyes, butchers’-boys their trays in 
your face. The foot passengers run up against you, 
the hackney-coachmen drive uver you. If youare 
on your guard against them, they drive slow to 
impede you. If there be a crowd in the street 
and just room to pass, one person sticks himself 
there, and obstinately maintains the position like 
another pass of Thermopylx. Nothing exposes 
@ person to surer insult in the streets of London 
than being the first to hold up an umbrella in a 
shower of rain—the unkindness of the elements 
must be foul and flagrant, or it must rain cats and 
dogs, before the envy and malice of the vulgar 
at this assumption of superiority over them can 
he appeased; and indeed it used to be remark- 
ed by a shrewd wag, that the greatest distinc. | 
tion in civilized society was between one pérson | 
in a shower of rain who had an umbrella, and an- | 
other who had not. At the present season,

If a consi- 
derable number of our respectable citizens, on 
any occasion in which they feel particularly in- 
terested, desire to express their joy by the ring- 
ing of the bells, under the present regulations, 
there would seem to me to be no harm in grati- 
fying them. Bat the prevalence and triumph of 
the principles of civil liberty and religious tole- 
ration, so congenial to our own institutions, 
would, I should suppose, produce a national feel- 
ing of exultation, and by no means a private 
one, in relation to the late event of Catholic 
emancipation. It perhaps is not well to affect 
too much strictness on occasions like this, but to 
suffer joy to have its fall vent.

To the Editor of the Daily Chronicle. 

Sir:—The veteran of the New York Evening 
Post is such excellent authority for every thing 
relating to horses and horsemanship, that you, 
no doubt, copying an article from his paper of 
Saturday, thought that you were doing a service 
to the female equestrian. His intentions, I am 
sure, were as kind as your own; but I think you 
are both mistaken. He thinks the gentleman 
should ride at the lady’s right hand; the single 
reason that, on the other side, his horse will in- 
commode her feet, being sufficient to outweigh 
all other considerations, My notions on this 
matter are derived more from practice than from 
reading; and I know not what were the argu- 
ments which he uodertakes to despatch so un- 
ceremoniously. It seems to me, however, that 
his own is a hasty one; for no lady ought ever to 
ride in company with a gentleman who has not 
skill enough to keep his Brigliadoro from boun- 
cing against her. But, even if obliged to take 
up with such a companion for want of a better, 
I would rather run the risk of occasional con- 
tact from a friend who could not help it, than 
to be kept constantly on the look out, to avoid 
much more dangerous callisien with the thou- 
sand horses, carriages, wagons, oxen, &c.—to 
say nothing of the brutes that drive them—with 
which the roads near our cities are so constantly 
thronged. By riding on the left hand, the gen- 
tleman interposes himself and his horse between 
his companion and these dangers. The other, I 
know, is the English practice; and, if we had 
adopted the English law of the road, we should 
have done right in taking this with it. There, 
in meeting, you are required to pass each other 
on the whip hand; but, at all our turnpike gates, 
I see it posted-— Keep to the right as the law di- 
rects. <A very foolish law it is; foras many of 
our roads are lined with trees, none but a left- 
handed driver, while near the fence, can use his 
whip. How this is, in New York, I do not 
know. There is another reason why the lady 
should be at the left hand. If she happens to 
be talkative—and to have an attendant worth 
talking to—after an hour’s ride on the other 
side, her neck will be twisted till her chin points 
over her right shoulder,—a very pretty position 
to adopt occasionally, but horridly inconvenient 
when held too long.

THE AFFAIR OF PORT MAHON. 


A friend has favoured us with the following 
evpy of a communication from Capt. Downes, of 
the Java, to Mr. Brown, our Minister at is, 
relative to the occurrences at Port Mahof, in 
the Island of Minorca. —Afass. Journal. 

U, Srares Faicate Java, 

Toulon, March 13th, 1829. 

Sin—Having seen in the Toulon newspa 
what purports to be an account of the affray that 
Occurred at Mahon, between the French and 
American sailors, on the evening of the 15th of 
February, in which Lieut. Mesnard, of the Freach 
brig Faune was killed, and this account being 
altogether incorrect, and calculated to reflect 
discredit on the character of the American offi- 
cers, then at Mahon, I have thought it a duty I 
owed myself as well as the service in general, to 
give you « statement of the circumstances as 
they bave come te my knowledge, and I can 
with confidence appeal to the Government of 
Minorca, and other authorities of Mahon, (as 
far as they are acquainted with the circumstan- 
ces,) for the correctness of my statement. I 
should not make this reference, was it not that 
in the account published in the French paper, it 
is stated, that ** these events have raised against 
them, (the Americans,) the indignation of the 
Mahones, and the inhabitants of Villa Carlos, 
George town, who assured the authorities of 
the country that in no instance were the French 
the aggressors. 





On the 25th January last, about one hundred | 
men belonging to the Java, were on shore. Dur- | 
ing the evening there was a fight, between them | 
and the French sailors belonging to the Corvette | 
Pomone, and the brig Faune, m which several | 
of my men were severely wounded, two of them | 
dangerously so. Upon that occasion, the Go- | 
vernor of Minorca issced an order, dated 26th 
January, 1829, addressed to the Consuls, with 
a request that they would communicate the same 
to the commanders of public vessels ia port, di- 
recting that all seamen on shore should retire on 
board at sunset. Ip compliance with that order, 
the American sermen were kept on board their 
ships until the i3th February, when I obtained 
the consent of the Governor for them to visit the 
shore durmg the eight succeeding days. The 
Freneh on the contrary appeared to take no no- 
tice of the order, but their seamen continued to 
visit the shore, constanily, at night, and gene- 
rally armed with swords. Within a week subse- 
quent to the affray of the 25th January, above 
alluded to, at my request, (made through our 
Consul, Mr. Ladico,) the Governor of Minorca 
proposed to the French Consul, residing at Ma- 
hoa, with a view to prevent the sailors of differ- 
ent nations from meeting on shore, that the 
French sailors should be allowed a certain num- 
ber of days (say ten) to visit the shore, and that 
afterwards the Americans should come on shore, 
aad so on alternately. The Governor informed 
me that the French Consul declined making any 
such arrangement, to which circumstance we 
must attribute the unfortunate affair of the 15th 
February. 

I will now state the circumstances of the case, 
confining myself to the evening of the 15th Fe- 
bruary. Lieutenant Mesnard, with several of 
his men, had taken into custody a man belonging 
to this ship, and was dragging iim along Castle 
street, (the general place of resort for sailors,) 
with the declared object of taking him-before 
the Governor, but for what purpose I have not 
been able to learn; the man was severely beaten, 
and his cries of murder brought several of his 
shipmates to his rescue, and in the affray which 
ensued, the French lieutenant received a blow 
on the head, which fractured his skull and ter- 
minated his existence. 

A man belonging to the Java was passing 
peaceably along the street, (in George Town, ) 
alone, when he was met by several French sai- 
lors, one of whom drew his sword and run him 
through the body, of which wound he died the 
following morning; the poor fellow estates that 
the attack was entirely unexpected, as they did 
not speak to him; several other men belonging 
to the Java were found alone, and horribly 
mangled. by the French ssilors. 1 am happy 
to say, however, that only one has died of his 
wounds. 

The excitement against the officers and crew 
of the Java at this place is very great, andl am 
sorry to say, thet this hostile spirit does not ap- 
pear to be confined to the seamen, but even ex- 
tends to the officers. I however do not believe 
that the superior officers are so illiberal as to 
charge to the officers of the Java, acts commit- 
ted by a parcel of riotous, drunken sailors on 
shore, where the officers of course were not with 
them, and consequently could not prevent the 
riot. The only circumstance which could lead 
me to suppose that this hostile feeling extended 
to the superior officers is the fact, that the 
French commanding officer in this port did not, 
upon my arrival, send a boat to inquire if I was 
in want of any thing, and with an offer of his 
services, which is always customary even in a 
foreign port. In this instance, to say the least, 
i. bears a most unfriendly part. 

Mf a French frigate were to arrive in one of our 
ports, where we had some twenty ships of war 
lying ,and should remain there ten days, and 
the American officers should take no notice 
whatever of her during that time, I ask what 
would the French say? This is precisely my si- 
tuation here. 

I am given to understand that it would not be 
prudent to allow my officers to land at Toulon, 
as it is more than probable that they would be 
assassinated. 

I have made this statement to you under the

A general Court Martial was held at Jefferson 
Barracks, in the State of Missouri, on the 19th 
of March last, at which Captain John Gantt, of 
the 6th Regiment of Infantry, was arraigned on 
a charge of ‘knowingly signing false certificates in 
telation to his pay.’ ‘There were four specitica- 
tions under this charge. The order trom the 
Adjutant General's office recites tle proceedings 
of the Court Martial, who found Captain Gantt 
guilty of two of the specifications, and sentenced 
him to be dismissed the service, recommending 
him, at the same time, to mercy in the following 
terms:— 

** The Court are aware of the responsibility 
they incur, in accompanying the previous findings 
and sentence, with a recommendation to execu- 
tive clemency. They canno!, however, resist 
the impression, that Captain Ganit did, throagh- 
out the entire transaction, act upon the ultimate 
intention of himself redeeming the pay accounts 
transferred to Mr. Kennerly. Pecuharly slow, 
however, in matters of personal concernment, 
this determination, though once expressed to Mr. 
Payne, an agent of Kennerly’s, he was never 
fortunate enough to carry into practice. 

*‘Under this view of the case, they beg leave, 
respectfully, to recommend him to the merciful 
consideration of the Pres.dent,”’ 

The reasons of the President for not adopting 
the recommendation of the Court, are thus as- 
signed in the General Order. 

From the facts produced to the President, it 
appears that Captain Gantt was tried for a simi- 
lar offence, and pronounced guilty on the 26th 
of March, 1828, to wit, for receiving his pay 
‘twiees for the months of January, February,

and was sentenced to be suspended fot.a 
which proceedings being brought to the 
deration of Brevet Major General 
disapproved, beeause of certain ap i 
malities. At the close of the year 1827, 
commits the like offence, and for which, by 
competent court, be is sentenced to be dismissed 
the service. 

On the 9th of June 1827, an order issued from 
the War Department, prohibiting officers to pass 
away or transfer their pay account for any 
amount not due at the time, whereby to remove 
all pretences of excuse and defence, on the 
ground of mistake and accident. This positive 
order Captain Gantt has violated, and seeks 
now to excuse himself for having received bis 
pay twiee, during seven or eight months of the 
year 1827, by charging it as a mistake—a mis- 
take entirely resulting from an act of his own, 
and which act, was in violation of a positive rule 
of the Department of War. 

The President, under a full view of all the cir- 
cumstances of the case, directs me to say, that 
great as would be the pleasure afforded him, to 
adopt the recommendation of the Court, and of 
the officers of the 6th Regiment, who have pe- 
titioned in his behalf, he is constrained to ap- 
prove the sentence. A faithful discharge of the 
duty he owes to the country, and especially to 
the character of the army, forbids the interposi- 
tion of Executive clemency. The high character 
to which the American army may rightfully as- 
sert a claim, and which he hopes they will al- 
ways be careful to maintain, forbids him to sanc- 
tion, through the exercise of feeling, any prac- 


| tice, the continuance and extension of which, 


could not fail to prove detrimental, and to im- 
pair that pride of feeling, which alone can ren- 
der an officer efficient and valuable. Officers of 
the army, devoting their service and time to the 
country, should look to, and live upon their pay: 
and by indulging a proper and pradent economy, 
endeavor to avoid that condition of things, re- 
sulting from pecuniary embarrassment, the ten- 
dency of which must be to induce to error and 
misconduct. The duty is an unpleasant one; 
but painful as it may be, the President conceives 
it better that a single offending member should 
be lopped off, than by the exercise of clemency, 
and the consequent force of example, to en- 
courage, for the future, any,similar impropriety 
in others.

FOREIGN ARTICLES. 
IRISH JOHNSTONE. 

The late Jack Johnstone was originally engag- 
ed as first singer, at one of our National Thea- 
tres (Covent Garden,) and was very successful. 
The musical farce of the ‘* Farmer’’ was produ- 
ced, in which he played the part of Captain 
Valentine; it was shortly after performed at the 
Bath Theatre: the Captain was assigned to young 
Charles Incledon, who made such an impression 
in the Ballad ** Omy Bonny Bet, sweet Blos- 
som,’ that his fame soon reached London, and 
he shortly after accepted an engagement at the 
same Theatre with Johnstone. As soon as this 
was known, Johnstone, who felt rather uneasy, 
took Barrymore aside (who had recently heard 
the new aspirant,) and said to him, looking very 
seriously, ** Tell me, is this Incledon as tine a 
singer as they say he is?’’ The reply was inthe 
affirmative. ‘‘ Can he sing as well as 1?’’ in- 
quired Jack. ‘‘I tell you, Jack,” said B. * if 
he appears here you must never think of being 
listened te again.’’ ‘* Indeed! then by the pow- 
ers,”’ said Johnstone, ‘‘ 1 must think of doing 
something else.’ He accordingly determined 
on studying the Irish characters; and this event 
was the immediate cause which secured to him 
fame and fortune. 














Tae Roman Baicanns.—The Brigrands 
who have infested the read to Rome about 
Ronciglione, Monterose, &c., for the last two 
years, were lately captured in two parties—each 
party being discovered by much the same clue. 
Among the numerous travellers pillaged by 
them was the Hon. Henry Fox (Lorp Ho t- 
LAND’s son.) They stopped him in the month 
of September last, and took from him, besides 
his money, a gold watch and chain. This chain 
the fellows offered to sell, ina village in the 
vicinity, for three Lous, though it was worth 
twenty, and not satisfactorily accounting for 
the possession of it, the men, five in nuinber, 
were pursued and taken. Shortly afierwards 
the others, six in number, were arrested. They 
had in their possession gold Napoleons, which 
they were changing at twenty-two pauls each, 
(believing them to be sequins), although their 
current value is thirty-eight pauls, This mo- 
ney had been taken from a Cabinet Courier of 
the King of Napies, a few days only after 
they had robbed Mr. Fox. He was on his way 
to Paris with despatches. They took from him 
his watch, but after a little consultation return- 
ed it, saying ‘‘we have no use for watches.”’ 
The Government of Naples lately sent the Cou- 
rier to Ronciglione to identify the Brigades. 
He, however, could only swear to a purse which 
contained his gold, and which was found upon 
one of the men. - Thus has been destroyed the 
only organized band, in the Roman States, since 
that of the terrible GasBaRRONE, now in the 
prison of Civitta Vecchia. 


Miss Sairuson.—lIt seems pretty certain 
that Miss Smithson is soon to satisfy us, one 
way or other, as tothe question, whether it is 
we or the French people who have ‘‘ mistook 
her person all this while:’’ for it is clear that, 
on one side the water or the other, there has 
been an egregious blunder committed. We 
will net anticipate, but wait the event in pa- 
tience, hoping as much as we can, and fearing 
as little. In the meantune the fair subject of 
our mingled emotion is astonishing and delight- 
ing the heavy Dutchlanders not less than she 
did the lght French, and certainly not more 
than she will us, if we find that a change of 
climate has worked the wonders upon her which 
we hear reported. 

CATALANI AND MRS. WAYLETT’ 

These two well assorted syrens are at present 
sharing the suffrages of the Dublin amateurs be- 
tween them :—the one singing Italian, and the 
other Irish; and the Dublin critics cruelly divi- 
ded in opinion as to which of the two is entitled 
to carry off the crown! Catalani, they assure 
us, is ‘tin excellent voice,’’ and meets with 
**much applause ;"’ but as for Mrs. Waylett, she 
displays not only *‘extraordinary sweetness,”’ but 
‘considerable power and execytion.”” We 
would take odds, that they mistake the one 
lady for the other; and listen to the Irish of 
the English lady as Italian, and the Italian of 
the French one as Irish ! 


Economy 1n ‘Horses’ Foopo.—The custom 
of feeding horses with coarse bread is common 
in France, and was introduced, anless we are 
misinformed, during the revolutionary wars, as 
more wholesome, more economical, and more 
portable than oats. The Furet de Londres 
furnishes the following proportions of ingredi- 
ents for making such bread, as adopted by a 
Silestian experimental farmer:—Five gallons of 
oat flour, dito of rye flour, yeast, and one gal- 
lon and a half of potatoes, reduced to a pap. 
With the bread made from this quantity of ma- 
terials he fed seven horses a-diy, at the rate of 
twelve pounds of bread, cut into pieces, to each 
horse, and mixed up with a little straw, chaffed 
and moistened.— Manuel of Science and Litera- 
ture.
